The Examiner has reconsidered and withdrawn the rejections responsive to 
Applicant's arguments presented within the Appeal Brief filed April 19, 2004. 

Applicant has argued that the claimed use of the adjective "dynamic" is 
distinguished from the liberal use of the term by Corkill and others. The 
Examiner has reconsidered and interpreted the claims in a manner 
consistent with Applicant's arguments in light of the specification. "When an 
applicant states the meaning that claim terms are intended to have, the 
claims should be examined with that meaning, in order to achieve a 
complete exploration of the applicant's invention and its relation to the prior 
art." In re Zeltz , 893, F.2d 319, 321, 13 USPQ 2d 1320, 1322 (Fed. Cir. 
1989). 

In addition, U.S. patent 6,473,768 is newly cited in this office action. 

The '768 patent to Srivastava et al. discloses a method of modifying an 
executing application that includes a modifier engine that has the capability 
of adding or deleting behaviors of an application while the application is 
executing that can be triggered in two ways: (1) by the application itself, or, 
(2) by a set of launched tools such as "palettes, property editors, catalogs, 
and logic editors" [see col. 3, lines 58-67]. Significantly, the '768 patent 
discloses a "ModifiableApplet" that contains the "real applet" [col. 5, line 65]. 

However, the Srivastava '768 patent fails to teach or fairly suggest a 
discrete, single object having a plurality of dynamic behaviors , as claimed in 
the instant application.
